An epidemic of animal rabies 
in Los Angeles County ap¬ 
pears to be almost certain fol¬ 
lowing occurrence of 11 addi¬ 
tional cases reported during 
the past week, according to Dr.

Track Fans Await 
Coliseum Relays 

Track fans are in for a big 
evening May 16 when the 12th 
annual Los Angeles Coliseum 
Relays, largest invitational 
cinderfest in the nation, as¬ 
sembles many of the world’s 
top athletes. 

The meet, according to Wil¬ 
liam C. Ackerman, general 
chairman, will have quite an 
international flavor, for it is 
anticipated that many foreign 
stars will participate. For ex¬ 
ample, invitations have been 
extended to Britishers Roger 
Bannister, distance star; Arthur 
Wint, Olympic 400-meter win¬ 
ner, and E. MacDonald Bailey, 
Jamaica sprinter. 

This big track and field ex¬ 
travaganza, which has attract¬ 
ed crowds up to 60,000 is spon¬ 
sored each year by the South¬ 
ern California Committee for 
the Olympic Games of which 
Paul H. Helms, prominent 
Southland sportsman, is presi¬ 
dent. 


Washington seem to confuse 
a million and a billion.” They 
get used to handling these 
amounts, he said “and some¬ 
times they make what is called 
‘a slight typographical error’.” 

“I do not believe this nation, 
as great as it is, can continue 
to pile additional expenditure 
onto additional expenditure 
and pile on more taxes with¬ 
out destroying the incentive of 
American citizens.” 

“Some folks in Washington 
would have us think that if 
we spend our own money, that 
is inflationary. But if the gov¬ 
ernment takes it from us and 
spends it, that is not inflation¬ 
ary.” 

Sen. Knowland termed this 
“utter nonsense” and "squirrel 
cage thinking.” “Government 
spending is one of the major 
inflationary causes today,” he 
charged. 

Concerning foreign policy, 
the senator said he believed 
in “a system of collective se¬ 
curity.” But, he said, the “cold 
facts” show that, of the 55 free 
nations in the UN, only 17 
have contributed a single man 
to fight in the Korean conflict. 
And they have contributed on¬ 
ly 35,000 men, while the Unit-

ed States has sent more than 
350,000. 

“The United States cannot 
continue to carry 90 per cent 
of the burden of a collective 
security system without bleed¬ 
ing the manpower and econom¬ 
ic resources white,” he declar¬ 
ed. 

The senator said American 
boys never before have had to 
fight under such conditions. 

“I do not believe that the 
government, the secretary gen¬ 
eral of the United Nations, or 
the 60 United Nations have 
the right to make Americans 
fight and die and then deny 
them the right to win,” he 
stormed. 

Senator Knowland denounced 
what he called the “wait until 
the dust settles” policy regard¬ 
ing China and asserted that 
this policy made China our 
enemies. “Now 450 million peo¬ 
ple have been taken behind the 
Iron Curtain,” he said. 

He contended that the ad¬ 
ministration has not been 
“frank” with the public on 
foreign policy, and he cited a 
report made by Gen. Albert 
Wedemeyer in 1947 on the sit¬ 
uation in China and a “crystal 
ball” forecast of what would 
happen in Korea. 

“This report was not made 
available to the public and lo 
Congress until last spring dur¬ 
ing the MacArthur hearing,” he 
said. 

Loud cheers and applause 
filled the auditorium when 
Sen. Knowland said: 

“The American people owe a 
great and everlasting debt of 
gratitude to Gen. Douglas Mac¬ 
Arthur.” 

During the question and an¬ 
swer period, the senator would 
not be pinned down on wheth¬ 
er a military man should be 
elected president — a question 
obviously aimed at “Ike” Eisen¬ 
hower. 

He said military training 
should not be either a "neces¬ 
sary qualification or a handi¬ 
cap” to a candidate.

Each year thousands of pe¬ 
destrians are killed while walk¬ 
ing along city streets or coun¬ 
try highways. While the ma¬ 
jor part of the responsibility 
for the reduction of this tragic 
toll rests with the drivers of 
automobiles, trucks and buses, 
a considerable part of this re¬ 
sponsibility must be assumed 
by the pedestrian himself. 

And yet, points out the Pub¬ 
lic Safety Department of the 
Na t i o n a 1 Automobile Club, 
there are always these pedes¬ 
trians who persist in leaving 
it all up to the motorist. 
Walking down city sidewalks 
they will suddenly wheel and 
dart out between parked cars 
right into the line of traffic, 
paying no attention whatsoever 
to the cars that might be bear¬ 
ing down upon them. Prepos¬ 
sessed with their own thoughts 
they will step off curbs with¬ 
out looking this way or that, 
will walk against the lights 
more often than not. Or stroll¬ 
ing down country roads, they 
will walk far out on the pave¬ 
ment with their backs turned 
to the fast moving stream of 
traffic, always assuming that 
the motorist will see them and 
will manage to avoid an acci¬ 
dent. 

The wise pedestrian doesn’t 
walk so. When walking near or 
through traffic he obeys all the 
traffic laws governing pedes¬ 
trians. If he has to cross the 
street he crosses only at inter¬ 
sections or at properly desig¬ 
nated crosswalks. When he 
crosses at intersections, he al 
ways crosses with the lights, 
and never makes the mistake 
of crossing on the diagonal. 
Before he steps off any curb 
he takes a good look up and 
down the street to see what 
cars may be coming and to 
make sure that the drivers see 
him and what he is about to 
do. When walking along the 
highway he always walks well 
off the pavement and on the 
left side facing into oncoming 
traffic. And when walking at 
night, he wears or carries 
something white and moves 
with extra caution. 

Walking near traffic is al¬ 
ways a heads-up game and 
the pedestrian who treats it as 
such is the pedestrian who 
manages to stay alive.
